MARKET  SUMMARY  JULY  1957 


The  Chattanooga  Tennessee  order  MINIMUM  uniform  producer  prices  per  cwt . f .o.b. 
Pool  plants  for  milk  testing  4.0$  are:  Base  Milk  $4.96;  Excess  Milk  $3*00.  The 

butterfat  differential  is  7-1  cents  for  each  one-tenth  of  one  percent  above  or 
below  4.0$.  (See  page  3) 

During  July  74.8$  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5-28 
per  cwt.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  7-7  cents  and  25-2 $ was  priced  in  Class 
II  at  $3-04  per  cwt . with  a butterfat  differential  of  6.8  cents.  The  percent  of 
producer  skim  and  butterfat  priced  in  Class  I was  75-2$  and  64.2$  respectively. 

Base  milk  was  86.4 $ and  excess  milk  was  13-6$  of  the  total  producer  deliveries. 

All  excess  milk  and  13-5$  base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  II  and  86.5 $ of  base  milk 
was  priced  in  Class  I.  The  daily  average  base  delivered  was  89-4 $ of  the  estab- 
lished base . 

The  daily  average  deliveries  of  producer  milk  during  July  decreased  4.8$ 
compared  with  June  and  the  daily  average  use  of  Class  I milk  increased  4.1$ 
compared  with  June . 

The  Order  MINIMUM  Class  I price  for  August  is  $5-28  (Basic  formula  $3-53  plus 
$1.75  Class  I Differential).  The  Class  I price  did  not  change  from  last  month. 

The  butter-powder  formula  price  of  $3*53  per  cwt.  being  the  highest  of  the  four 
alternate  price  formulas  was  used  to.  Compute  the  Class  I;  price  for  August .

Each  producer  for  the  Chattanooga  marketing  area  will  have  a NEW  MILK  BASE  to 
be  used  in  making  payment  to  such  producer  during  the  months  of  March  through  July 
1958-  The  1958  daily  average  base  will  be  computed  by  dividing  each  producer's 
total  milk  deliveries  to  pool  plants  during  September  1957  through  January  1958  by 
the  number  of  days  frcm  the  first  day  of  delivery  to  the  last  day  of  January, 
inclusive,  but  not  less  than  120  days . From  August  1957  through  February  1958, 
producers  will  be  paid  a uniform  blend  price  for  their  total  milk  deliveries  . 

Milk  bases  should  be  in  the  correct  name  of  person  or  persons  for  whom  BASE  CREDIT 
is  to  be  given .
